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Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 04/07/08 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant states that new claims 50- 
198 are directed towards the originally elected invention and has canceled claims 48- 
49. Examiner disagrees. The original subject matter of claims 3-47 (previously 
cancelled 6/25/07) are directed towards a base station using CDMA that comprises a 
bandwidth management module which reallocates at least one traffic portion from a first 
digital communication path to a second digital communication path wherein the 
reallocated traffic portion appears as though it is still continuously available to the first 
digital communication path. 

The instant invention is specifically drawn toward a CDMA user device 
comprising a controller which is operable in conjunction with CDMA transceiver to 
facilitate simultaneous use by the CDMA transceiver of a plurality of reverse traffic 
channels associated with the packet data communication session, wherein a state of at 
least one protocol layer above the physical layer is maintained during the packet data 
communication session after the plurality of reverse traffic channels have been 
released.
